Row" pale into insignificance.

Cost Of Postal Department 


T\HERE is a discussion as to whether or not the Postal 
JL Department is self-sustaining, those opposed to bet- 
ter wages for postal employe? fearing that any increase 
may result in increased taxation. 


Reference to the World Almanac shows that in the 


60 years for which figures of gross revenue and gross 
expenses are given, there are only 32 years when gross 
revenue exceeded gross expenses. 
This leaves 48 years 


in which some deficit had to be made up from taxation. 
For each of the years 1920, 1921 and 1922 (figures for 
1923 not being available yet) there was a deficit. 


However, the. figures also show that, for most of 


the years showing a deficit, this deficit was not so heavy 
that*it could not have been avoided by better manage- 
ment, of the kind urged by the organized postal employes 
who are now asking for better pay. 
That is the point. If the department head* can and 


will put such economies and improvements in force that 
the annual deficit can be avoided, there will be no ques- 
tion of more taxation. The department will then be 
actually self-sustaining. 
But the economies must be wise 


economies, not such as will discourage the employes and 
deter men and women of ability and ambition from enir-i-- 


the service.

with Fall and Denby. Mr. Daughertv. Attorney 


General of the United States, now fades forever 


from the horizon of our public life. The regime of "the 
best minds" is about over. We have had our fling at 
"more business in government." and the taste that it lias 
left in the public mouth has been decidedly unpleasant. 


Of course. President Harding in coining the latter 


phrase meant it in a better sense than the development 
of events has given to it. We should have more business 
in government', but it should not be injected by men 'like 
Fall and Daughertv who never were business men. who 
never were statesmen and never politicians in the better 
sense of the word. Men of this stamp, unable to cope 
•with honest business in a world of competition, got into 
politics<«Koleh" in order to use the powers of government 
to.give them an advantage over the world of legitimate 
business and thus to fatten their own purses by an abuse 
of official capacity. • 


That Mr. Daughertv was a power in Ohio politics is 


not to be denied. 
When a man of his moral caliber can 


move a Senator from a sovereign state to arise from his 
seat and unblushingly pay him the tribute that Senator 
Willis paid Daughertv, no one will doubt the political 
grip that the latter exercised in his native state. This in 
no way excuses the moral cowardice of a Willis, but it 
does illustrate the political power and „ cunning of a 
Daughertv. 


That there are many men in official positibn in 


Washington who view public life as a career as Mr. 
Daughertv did and are willing to prostitute their official 
positions to their personal enrichment as did Secretary of 
the Interior Fall, is to be doubted. That any man could 
abuse personal friendship as Mr. Daughertv did that of 
President Harding is welinigh inconceivable. 
How far 


that friendship was abused can be at least approximated 
by imagining President Harding alhe today and a candi- 
date for re-election and then considering the effects of 
the present Daughertv investigation on that candidacy.
